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HOLMES WHERE THE HEART IS OF A BOXING GREAT AT SHOW

BOXING fans were given a real treat when 
heavyweight boxing great Larry Holmes 
turned up at a West Bromwich fight night at 
the Conference Suite on Thomas Street. 

The former WBC and inaugural IBF world 
title holder posed for photographs with fans 
before getting in the ring to give a speech, 
then stopping on to watch some of the action. 
He said: “I want to say thank you for the in¬ 
vitation to come here and this is what it’s all 
about, meeting the fans and having a good 
time. I love them all.” 

Bouts that featured on the bill included 
bare knuckle boxing, thai boxing, kickboxing 
and mixed martial arts cage fighting. Despite 
not taking up boxing until he was 19, he 
competed in 97 fights. He debuted as a pro in

1973 before finally calling time in 2002. He 
featured 75 times, with 69 wins and 44 inside 
the distance. He lost six contests, with an on- 
fire Mike Tyson the only man to remove him 
before the final bell in 1988. 

Holmes, aged 67, said: “The hardest 
puncher I ever thought was Earnie Shavers. 
He knocked me down but I got up, took him 
around the ring and showed him how to box.” 

He talked about his time with Muhammed 
Ali: “When I first got into boxing, he had a 
camp that I went to and, at first, he’d give me 
a real beating when we sparred. I used to put 
exhibitions and, one time, he gave me a black 


eye but I didn’t quit. From then on, he was 
my friend. I didn’t think that we would fight, 
I couldn’t see how it would benefit me. If I 
won, I beat an old man and, if I lost, people 
would think I didn’t have it. 

“It was about the money, for him, and I un¬ 
derstood that and he still believed he could 
do it in the ring. “I hurt him in the ropes and 
whispered to him ‘Ali, don’t take any more of 
this.’ He told me ‘shut up, boy, I’m going to 
knock you out!’ “I went to his dressing room 
after. I told him he was still one of the great¬ 
est fighters of all time and how much I loved 
him. He joked ‘if you love me so much, why 
did you beat me up like that?’ We had a good 
laugh about that.”

Albion boss ‘deliberately misled ex-club’ over £2m bonus 


DISGRACED PUIIS 
MUSI PAY £3.7m 


TONY Pulis deliberately misled his former club to get a 
£2 million bonus paid early, damning court documents 
reveal. Albion boss Pulis told Crystal Palace he desper¬ 
ately needed the cash to buy land for his children. 

But the day after the money was paid he suddenly announced he 
wanted to quit - leaving the club ‘in the lurch’ ahead of a new season. 
And a High Court judgment has now revealed there was no imminent 
land deal in place. Judge Sir Michael Burton branded the actions of 
Pulis as ‘deceit’. 


He threw out an appeal by the Albion 
boss against an order forcing him to pay 
£3,776,000 to Palace by a Premier League 
arbitration panel. 

“By any standards his conduct has been 
shown to be disgraceful,” the panel de¬ 
clared. The court papers show that Pulis 
had asked Palace owner Steve Parish for 
a £2m ‘survival bonus’ for keeping the 
Eagles in the Premier League during the 
2013/14 season to be paid in advance. 

Receipt 

The sum was dependent on Pulis staying 
with the Croydon-based club until August 
31, 2014. But after being paid the £2m on 
August 12, 2014, he announced the very 
next day that he wanted to leave the club. 
He did so on August 14, just two days be¬ 
fore the season opener against Arsenal. 

“Mr Pulis secured early payment of his 
bonus from the club by deceit,” the papers 
read. “The day after he had secured pay¬ 
ment of £2m he dropped the bombshell on 
the club that he intended to leave, leaving 
it, as must have been his intention, in the 
lurch on the eve of the new season and an 
important game.” 

The papers say Pulis ‘deliberately mis¬ 
led’ Mr Parish and played on his ‘good¬ 
will’ by saying the need for the money was

‘pressing’ and he wanted it to buy some 
land for family members. But there was no 
such need or land deal, the papers say. The 
judgment also reveals that Pulis claimed a 
row with players was behind his decision to 
leave. 

Pulis had claimed the meeting happened 
on August 12 - the day the bonus was paid 
early - and that it had made him change his 
mind about committing his future to the 
club. In fact it was found that the meeting 
had taken place on August 8. He put for¬ 
ward three fringe players to support his case 
about the date - ex-Villa star Barry Bannan, 
Stuart O’Keefe and Lewis Price. 

But Mr Parish was able to provide ‘fo¬ 
rensic evidence’ including a receipt from a 
hairdresser’s appointment to show he was 
not at the training ground on August 12 
and therefore could not have been at the 
disputed meeting. At the time of going to 
press, West Bromwich Albion declined to 
comment. Pulis, who took over at The Haw¬ 
thorns on January 2, 2015, was unavailable 
for comment.

OFSTED 

Pre-school rated 
as ‘inadequate’ 

A PRE-SCHOOL and nursery has been 
criticised by Ofsted after it emerged 
that none of the staff, including the 
manager, hold a first-aid certificate. 

Little Einsteins Pre-school in West 
Bromwich was rated ‘inadequate’ after 
concerns over safety were flagged up 
following an inspection. Inspectors 
said a lack of first-aid certificates had a 
‘significant impact on securing the chil¬ 
dren’s safety and well-being’. 

The nursery was previously rated 
‘Good’ by Ofsted in an inspection car¬ 
ried out on November 18, 2013. 

In total the nursery was rated ‘Inad¬ 
equate’ out of two areas across four in 
total. The areas rated inadequate were 
the ‘effectiveness of the leadership and 
management’ and ‘personal develop¬ 
ment, behaviour and welfare’. The re¬ 
port noted that the welfare of children 
was not assured because leadership 
and management was weak. 

But it added: “Nevertheless, staff are 
caring and have close relationships 
with children. 

“They create a calm environment 
and children are given the time and 
space they need to learn and explore. 

“Staff teach children well about 
healthy lifestyles and how to keep safe 
through topics, play and discussions. 
Staff provide good opportunities for 
children to learn about the needs of 
others and differences between them¬ 
selves and others within the group.” 

The nursery declined to comment.

Man stabbed partner 
in the 

A ‘CONTROLLING’ man stabbed 
his partner in the eye with a sam¬ 
urai sword - leaving her tempo¬ 
rarily blind in one eye - in a terri¬ 
fying attack at their family home. 

Wayne Steventon flew into a drunk¬ 
en rage, and threw Jacqueline Pearce 
onto their bed, a judge was told. 

After stabbing her, he punched her in 
the mouth. Steventon, aged 46, of no fixed 
address, pleaded guilty to assault occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm, and was jailed for 
two years and four months. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard how the couple had 
been out drinking on May 31 but began 
rowing when they arrived home in Tipton. 

Ms Pearce punched her partner of 13 
years in the stomach before fleeing up¬ 
stairs, said Ms Charlotte Johnson, prose¬ 
cuting. But he followed her to the bedroom 
where he pushed her down and grabbed the 
sword. 

Ms Johnson told the court: “They re¬ 
turned home, and a verbal argument 
began. He abused the complainant, calling 
her names. 

Punched 

“As a result of previous incidents, Ms 
Pearce was very frightened, and in a 
pre-emptive strike she punched Mr Ste¬ 
venton in the stomach and scratched him 
before running upstairs. 

“He ran after Ms Pearce, locked her in 
the bedroom, threw her down on the bed, 
picked up a samurai sword, pulled the cas¬ 
ing off and stabbed her left eye with the 
point of the sword. It caused the eye to 
bleed significantly. The defendant then 
punched Ms Pearce in the mouth.” 

Ms Pearce’s victim statement, read out 
to the court, said she was scared of her 
partner, with whom she said she had been 
in an abusive relationship. 

“The injury she suffered to her eye had 
since recovered, the court was told. 

Judge Simon Ward said: “I take the view 
that any assault with a bladed weapon is 
so serious you have to be sent straight to 
prison. 

Mr Michael Anning, defending, said Ste¬ 
venton was sorry for the ‘distress’ he had 
caused his partner and added: “It is appar¬ 
ent drink has been a feature and seems to 
have been quite a prominent feature be¬ 
tween these two.”

COUNCIL bosses in Sandwell have 
contacted the regional schools com¬ 
missioner over the number of exclu¬ 
sions at the borough’s academies. 

More than 100 children were per¬ 
manently excluded from academy 
schools in Sandwell over the last two 
years and children’s bosses at the 
council have flagged up concerns. 

Continuous disruption, drug and 
alcohol abuse and threats towards 
teachers and fellow pupils were 
among the reasons troublemakers 
were banned from classrooms. 

Academies are not controlled by 
local authorities and Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil said it had raised the number of 
exclusions with the West Midlands 
commissioner, who is part of the De¬ 
partment for Education works with 
underperforming schools. 

A total of 105 children were told not 
to return to schools across the bor¬ 
ough in the two years to March 2016. 

Permanent exclusion means that 
the child is no longer allowed to at¬ 
tend the school and their name will be 
removed from the school roll. Head¬ 
teachers are advised only to use the 
measure as a last resort. 

Information for 2014/15 released by 
Sandwell Council showed 44 children 
were excluded for ‘persistent disrup¬ 
tive behaviour’. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, head 
of children’s services at Sandwell 
Council, said: “We have brought the 
number of exclusions to the attention 
of the regional schools commissioner 
who will manage this with acade¬ 
mies.”

Driver sought after fatal hit-and-run

CCTV images have been released by 
police in a bid to track down a driver 
after the death of a woman in a sus¬ 
pected hit-and-run in Birmingham. 

Claire McKenzie died around 
3.45am on Friday, November 11 after 
the collision in Sutton New Road, Er- 
dington. The 35-year-old was found 
collapsed in the road after a suspected 
hit and run and died at the scene. 

After studying CCTV officers are 
keen to speak to the driver of a black 
Vauxhall Mokka which was travelling 
along on Sutton New Road in Erding- 
ton at the time of the incident - as 


they may have crucial information to 
assist the investigation. 

The brief footage from 3.29am on 
November 11 shows the black Vaux- 
hall driving past a bus stop. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from the re¬ 
gional collision investigation unit, 
said: “We believe the driver or occu¬ 
pants of the Mokka could help us es¬ 
tablish how Claire was injured.” 

A 28-year-old man who was ar¬ 
rested on November 14 on suspicion 
of death by dangerous driving and 
failing to stop at the scene remains 
on police bail. Claire had been at a 


friend’s birthday party earlier that 
evening and was making her way 
home. 

Her parents described her as their 
‘beautiful fun-loving daughter’. They 
continue to be supported by specialist 
officers as they come to terms with 
their loss.

Mother issues warning 
after baby burns hand 


A MOTHER from the Black Country 
has warned parents of the dangers 
of exposed radiator pipes after her 
nine-month-old baby was left with 
severe burns. 

Cherie Davies, aged 25, from Oldbury, 
turned her back for two minutes when 
her son, Charlie, crawled behind the sofa 
and grabbed hold of an exposed pipe. 

The baby was treated 
for second degree 
burns and was kept in 
hospital overnight be¬ 
fore being referred to 
a plastic surgeon. Over 
the past week, Charlie 
has visited the hospi¬ 
tal for check-ups and 
has to have his wound 
cleaned and redressed 
every three to five days. 

Cherie, a stay-at- 
home mother said: 
“When I saw Charlie’s 
burns I felt sick, he only grabbed the pipe for 
a few seconds but it was that hot it caused sec¬ 
ond degree burns. Charlie has not long started 
crawling, so he is very curious just like any 
other toddler would be. 

Scream 

“I had turned my back for just a few minutes 
whilst I was putting my kid’s toys away and I 
started to get my daughter, Lacey-May, four, 
ready for bed. 

“Suddenly I heard a scream and I ran to 
Charlie who was behind the sofa, as soon as I 
saw his hand I knew he must have grabbed the 
pipe underneath the radiator. 

“I quickly ran it under the tap but his whole 
palm turned white and waxy and it blistered in¬ 
stantly. I rang an ambulance and he was taken 
to hospital where they cleaned up the blisters 
and bandaged his hand. 

“He was monitored every four hours to make 
sure he didn’t get an infection as the doctors 
had to burst the blisters and remove the sur¬ 
rounding skin. 

“Radiator burns are so common in winter 
and I would definitely advise parents to cover 
any exposed pipes with proper insulation as 
they get hotter than the actual radiator.” 

She added: “I just want to warn other par¬ 
ents and prevent these accidents from happen¬ 
ing to other children.”

Banned driver 'used car as a weapon' 


A BANNED teenage driver who de¬ 
liberately knocked down a motorist 
in a road rage row days after robbing 
another man of a car at gunpoint has 
been locked up for five years. 

Shakeel Janjua careered into the 
parked Vauxhall Insignia sending 
sales manager Ivan Trebinski, 61, 
flying. The victim had tailed the 
19-year-old to Clydesdale Road, 
Quinton, from Halesowen High 


Street where he had been cut up by 
the Astra driven by the defendant on 
July 2 last year. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “Mr 
Trebinski was about to walk over 
to remonstrate over the driving of 
the other motorist after both cars 
stopped when the Astra suddenly 
sped away.” The victim later told 
police: “It was driven directly at me, 


hitting the front of my vehicle.” He 
was standing alongside the Insignia 
and was knocked down as a result of 
the collision. 

The defendant had also stolen a 
£1,500 Seat Leon on June 27, which 
was being sold by Faizal Mahmood, 
who he threatened with a gun, later 
treated as an imitation firearm, dur¬ 
ing a viewing at Bordesley Green. 
The car was dumped after being 


involved in an accident .Mr Gur- 
deep Garcha, defending, said: “He 
has foolishly made some very grave 
mistakes.” Janjua from Knowle Hill 
Road, Netherton, pleaded guilty to 
robbery, possession of an imitation 
firearm, assault, dangerous driving 
and possession of both cannabis and 
a knife. He was jailed by Judge Nich¬ 
olas Webb who told him: “You used a 
vehicle as a weapon.” 


Retail park expansion 
work gets underway

EXPANSION work is cur- 
rently under way at a 
Sandwell retail park which 
will become home to a host 
of new shops and restau¬ 
rants. 

Workmen are busy on the new 
£5 million extension at Gallagh¬ 
er Retail Park in Wednesbury 
which is taking place on an ex¬ 
isting car park. 

Diggers have moved in on the site 
to pave the way towards the arrival 
of top brands at the retail park, close 
to the junction of the M54 and M6. 

The project includes the recon¬ 
figuration of existing retail units, 
along with the construction of new 
retail and food units and a car park 
refurbishment. James Bidwell, part¬ 
ner at Quadrant Estates, who own 
the retail park, said: “Workers are 
on site and progression is on sched¬ 
ule. The new tenants will provide 
even greater vibrancy and vitality 
to Gallagher Retail Park. 

Completing 

“The plans also including making 
substantial improvements to access, 
car parking and landscaping of the 
park. We’re looking forward to com¬ 
pleting the work in various stages in 
early spring next year.” 

Nandos, Currys, Oak Furniture- 
land, Sofology, Tapi Carpets, Mod 
Pizza, Smashburger and Costa Cof¬ 
fee will move to the new site, creat¬ 
ing more than 200 jobs in total. 

An M&S Food Hall will take 
11,000 sq ft of the downsized Cur¬ 
rys’ unit on a 20-year lease. Currys 
and PC World will merge into the 
downsized Currys’ unit and open as 
a three-in-one megastore with a new 
Carphone Warehouse store. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd said: “Quite 
a few people have commented about 
the traffic chaos. It’s a bit concern¬ 
ing as we get to Christmas but when 
the work is finished it’ll bring jobs 
for local people and hopefully en¬ 
courage more people to visit the 
town centre.” The £2.4m revamp 
started in August and is expected to 
take 34 weeks to complete.

EDUCATION is a right for everyone and not an ‘acci¬ 
dent of birth,’ Sir Lenny Henry said as he becomes a 
university chancellor. 

In his first speech as Birmingham City University’s 
new chancellor, the Dudley-born comedian, 58, talked 
about how he grew up believing that education was ‘not 
for the likes of me’, and did not begin studying for qual¬ 
ifications until he was an adult. 

He first attempted to gain qualifications while work¬ 
ing with comedy duo Cannon and Ball in the early 1980s 
and gained his first degree at the age of 46. 

Sir Lenny, who received a knighthood last year, told 
an audience at Birmingham Town Hall: “It wasn’t until 
I was doing a summer season with Cannon and Ball in 


1981 that I was brave enough to embark on my GCSEs. 
It was tough going, but I got through it. 

“I was 46 before I got my first degree with the Open 
University and, while a comparative latecomer to higher 
education - whose career hardly relied on securing a BA 
or an MA after my name - that experience changed my 
life. It opened my mind to more possibilities and new 
thinking and different perspectives. 

“Being chancellor of Birmingham City University is a 
chance for me to give back, to contribute something to 
the generation of young people leaving school now and 
to those people coming back in to education - mature 
students - who, like me, missed out on the chance when 
they were younger.” 


Student in 
robbery plot 
has his jail 
term cut 

A BIRMINGHAM student was jailed 
after he missed his community ser¬ 
vice shifts because he was working 
to pay himself through university, a 
court heard today. 

Faizan Kazi, aged 22, had been in 
trouble for his part in a robbery plot - 
which he said was the ‘stupidest idea 
in the world’ - while still an A-level 
student in 2014. However, by the 
time he got his suspended sentence 
and 160 hours of unpaid work this 
February, he was in his second year 
at Birmingham City University. 

By then, he had amassed £9,000 
in tuition fee debts. And instead of 
completing the unpaid work, he pri¬ 
oritised his studies and his part-time 
sales work. After being hauled before 
a judge, he was jailed for six months 
for breaching his suspended sentence 
- reduced to five months on appeal. 

The Court of Appeal in London 
heard Kazi, of Smeaton Gardens, 
Winson Green, had completed 64-and- 
a-half hours of his work order. 

And Judge Anne Molyneux, sitting 
with Lord Justice McCombe and Mr 
Justice Singh, said he deserved credit 
for that. The judge said Kazi’s trou¬ 
bles had begun with an argument 
when he was studying for A-levels. 
He wanted to check another student’s 
mobile phone for texts and arranged 
with others for the student to be 
lured to a park. There, the victim was 
threatened with weapons and beaten, 
before being ordered to hand over his 
phone. It was later given back. 

Kazi pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to rob on the basis he was not there, 

Halloween bikes 
man avoids jail 

A BIKER who was part of a gang 
which caused havoc on Halloween has 
avoided being sent straight to jail. 

Unemployed Declan Merritt, from 
Stechford, was caught at 9.45pm on 
October 31 on board a Yamaha scram¬ 
bler in Lawley Middleway near Dud- 
deston just six days after he was given 
a driving ban. Officers stepped in after 
seeing the 25-year-old ramp his bike 
onto the central reservation. 

Merritt admitted driving while 
disqualified and at Birmingham 
Magistrates Court and was given a 
nine-week jail sentence, suspended for 
12 months, and ordered to carry out 
150 hours of unpaid work in the com¬ 
munity. He was banned from driving 
for six months, told to pay £245 in 
court costs, and must co-operate with 
a year-long supervision order.

'Staggering' number of call-outs 


SEVEN homes in the Black Country 
are among the top 10 private proper¬ 
ties with the most amount of ambu¬ 
lance call-outs in the West Midlands. 

A property in Tipton had 515 call¬ 
outs in the one year period up to Oc¬ 
tober 31. This was followed by two 
properties in Wolverhampton which 
had 506 and 390 call-outs in the same 
time period respectively. 

Out of the 515 call-outs to the prop¬ 
erty in Bilston, 298 involved paramed¬ 
ics being sent to the scene, six ended 
up with a patient being transported 
for care. 


For the address in Wolverhampton 
which had 506 call-outs, 415 resulted 
in crews being sent to the scene, 45 
with a patient being taken to care. 

And at the other property in the city 
which had 390 call-outs, 346 resulted 
in vehicles being dispatched, 23 seeing 
a patient being taken in to care. 

West Midlands Ambulance spokes¬ 
man Murray McGregor said the 
figures were ‘staggering’. He said: 
“When you get large numbers of calls 
it is because the person calling has not 
found a route of path for care. 

“We hold meetings with partner 


agencies in such circumstances to 
discuss how we can help or advice the 
patient. 

“It is about finding out why that 
person keeps calling 999.” 

He added: “The numbers are stag¬ 
gering. It is a drain on our resources 
and not the best way for our call oper¬ 
ators to spend their time when dealing 
with the repeated calls.” 

Other private properties in the top 
10 properties were addresses in Bil¬ 
ston, 331 call-outs, West Bromwich, 
320, Wolverhampton, 279, and Old¬ 
bury, 193. 


Exact addresses were not given to 
protect the identity of those involved. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
deals with around 3,000 emergency 
calls each day. 

The service has around 4,000 staff 
and operates from 16 new fleet prepa¬ 
ration hubs across the region and a 
network of over 90 community ambu¬ 
lance stations. 

The service says that 60 per cent of 
patients end up requiring emergency 
care - the rest receive advice over the 
phone or are taken to another service 
such as a GP or minor injuries unit.

After speaking 
to lots of other residents and customers to my 
business, the decision is unanimous when it 
comes to the look and the feel of the town. 

“When it comes to Christmas, it is a pure let 
down. Although we are a small town we still 
have pride in our town. The lights in the town 
for the last few years have been a disgrace.” 

Landmark 

Ms Mitchell said she has complained to 
Sandwell Council and is now is now waiting for 
a response. She will start the petition in her 
salon, Noggin’ Hair Salon, which is located on 
Darlaston Road. The Christmas lights were 
put in the town centre last week near to the 
landmark clock tower and were switched on 
last Friday. 

Councillor Olwen Jones said: “The Christ¬ 
mas lights are rubbish, we always have rubbish 
lights when you consider the lights that are in 
Stone Cross and Friar Park (areas in Wednes¬ 
bury). It was recognised two years ago the 
lights in Wednesbury town centre was not up 
to standard, unlike town centres in other areas. 

“That was reported back to Sandwell Council 
and assurances was given by the council that it 
would try and do a bit better, but that hasn’t 
been amended. It was also noted two years ago 
that lights and decorations were not as good as 
in other areas. Also it was noted lights were not 
as good as some in secondary shopping areas.

New lease of life for steelworks

THE revamp of Walsall’s famous 
Ductile Wesson steelworks is well 
on the way to completion. Work 
at the site in Bull Lane, Moxley, 
is set to finish before the end of 
the year, with up to 200 jobs on 
the way. 

The site is owned by British 
Airways Pension Trustees Ltd, 
who are building two warehouses, 
which will eventually be leased 
out to businesses. 

Planning permission was 


granted by Walsall Council around 
a year ago, with work beginning 
on the site almost immediately 
afterwards. 

Darlaston councillor Paul Bott 
described the progress on the site 
as ‘exciting’. He thinks that the 
jobs created by the development 
will help tackle the long-term un¬ 
employment problem in Moxley. 

He said: “Eight years ago there 
was a project called Moving Mox¬ 
ley Forward. This was one of the 


sites that was going to be demol¬ 
ished and used solely for industry 
and that is what is coming to fru¬ 
ition now. 

“The aim of Moving Moxley 
Forward was to get the long term 
unemployed back into work and 
this new facility will help with 
that.”

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Stella’s not 
on the ball 
with latest 
assertions 


I’VE always had a lot of time for Stella 
Creasy, the West-Midland born MP for 
Walthamstow once seen as a rising star 
of the Labour Party. 

This is partly because I remember her 
as a young parliamentary assistant to 
then Dudley North MP Ross Cranston af¬ 
ter finishing university in the 1990s. But 
more to the point, unlike some of her per¬ 
petually disgruntled colleagues, she has 
come up with some original ideas and 
thought-provoking campaigns. Her work 
exposing the extortionate interest rates of 
payday lenders is a case in point. 

But her latest assertion, that the con¬ 
sistent underperformance of the England 
football team is down to the fact that not 
enough players went to comprehensive 
schools, is way off beam. 

Miss Creasy says 13 per cent of players 
picked for England are privately educated 
- twice the national average - meaning 
that the talent pool is too narrow. 

But, 13 per cent actually amounts to 
two players, Theo Walcott and Alex Ox- 
lade-Chamberlain. 

But if Stella did a bit of digging, she 
would find that over the years a dispro¬ 
portionate number of England footballers 
actually went to a single comprehensive 
school - Idsall School in Shifnal. 

Close to where the FA academy at Lil- 
leshall is based. Look, I know everyone 
loves a bit of diversity these days, but I 
don’t think the failure of the England team 
is down to Wayne Rooney and Raheem 
Stirling being too posh. 

You could blame the money-obsessed 
Premier League and its demands for in¬ 
stant success, meaning clubs would 
rather buy ready-made overseas players 
than nurture their own talent. 

Or you could blame successive govern¬ 
ments, including those of Miss Creasy’s 
party, for selling off school playing fields. 

But really, I think it’s down to the fact 
that our footballers are not very good. 

■ ■ ■ 

NOW I doubt if there has ever been 
much honour among thieves. People 
who say such things tend to be the sort 
of dewy eyed, rose-tinted sentimentalists 
who recall how the Krays had rather nice 
table manners. 

But there are some crimes taking place 
today which truly defy belief, that one 
could not possibly imagine even a couple 
of decades ago. 

Take last week’s break-in at the Mary 
Stevens Hospice shop in Wordsley. 

Thieves stole 50 bags of items donat¬ 
ed to make hampers which would raise 
money for those with incurable illnesses. 

What sort of person steals from the ter¬ 
minally ill? While we don’t know the mo¬ 
tives in this case, all too often it turns out 
that drugs are involved somewhere. 

What I do know is that the maximum 
sentence for non-dwelling burglary is 10 
years. Maybe it should be used more of¬ 
ten.

Music acts, dancers and mod¬ 
els have also taken to the stage to entertain 
the crowds. They include Boyzone, JLS, Char¬ 
lotte Church and Alexandra Burke. 

This year the event is recognising and cele¬ 
brating the talent of young people within the 
music industry. 

It is carrying out a search to find a male and 


female artiste who will become the headline 
acts in the iconic Alcatel Fashion Theatre, in 
association with Capital FM. 

At its launch in October, 1986 on the BBC, 
The Clothes Show was designed to bring high 
fashion to the general public, tackling issues 
such as sweatshops and eating disorders. 

Viewing figures rose throughout the 1980s 
and 1990s, peaking to nine million on the Sun¬ 
day night. 

The live show has seen more than 100,000 
visitors every December. 

It has become an important day in the cal¬ 
endar to mark fashion history and heritage. 

But it has not been without its problems 
over the years. In 1991 many people were ac¬ 
tually snowed in because of the bad weather 
and had to stay at the NEC overnight.

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The flats, Alfred Gunn House in Thompson Road, Langley Jailed for life - Darren Lander 


THE family of a man brutal¬ 
ly bludgeoned to death by a 
homeless thug he regarded 
as a friend have spoken of 
their torment. 

Richard Groves had allowed 
Darren Lander to stay at the flat 
at Alfred Gunn House in Thomp¬ 
son Road, Langley. 

That act of kindness cost the 
32-year-old his life as the vicious 
lodger battered Mr Groves around 40 
times with a large rock and a piece of 
broken furniture during an argument. 

The blows rained down on his head 
and neck fracturing the skull in several 
places, Mr Michael Duck QC, prosecut¬ 
ing told Wolverhampton Crown Court. 
They also broke ribs. 

“It was a sustained attack with over 
40 sites of injury with the most seri¬ 
ous injuries on the face and head,” re¬ 
vealed Mr Duck. 

Belief 

The 12 minutes of violence erupted 
after the two men returned to the flat 
together on the evening of May 16. 

The beating could have been trig¬ 
gered by an unfounded belief of Lander 
that money had been taken from his 
aunt by Mr Groves, the court heard. 

Mr Groves was the youngest of five 
children and was supported and loved 
by his family despite falling foul of 
drugs in his 20s. 

Two of his brothers had been help¬ 
ing him by providing furniture for the 
fifth floor flat the day before his death. 

Andrew Lowe, a sales manager and 
one of his brothers, recalled: “He was 
the baby of the family who loved his 
football and was kept on the straight 


and narrow by his four older brothers. 

“Then he got mixed up with the 
wrong crowd when in his 20s but he 
was our brother and we did our best to 
get him off drugs. 

“Our mother passed away unexpect¬ 
edly on March 12 and her funeral was 
the last time I saw Richard. He ap¬ 
peared to be doing well. 

“How could someone have taken his 
life in such a violent way? Richard was 
not a violent man. 

“He would run in the opposite di¬ 


rection if there was any trouble. He 
certainly would not start it. Now we 
will never know if he was ever going to 
make something of his life because it 
was taken from him. 

“The horror of listening to details of 
the murder has been a painful experi¬ 
ence for the entire family but we have 
had fantastic support from the police 
and would like to thank them and our 
friends for all their help.” 

Another brother John Lowe added: 
“Although we will never truly get jus¬ 


tice it is nice to know that Lander has 
got a long sentence and will not be able 
to harm anybody else.” 

Lander, aged 28, and of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, pleaded guilty to murder and 
was jailed for life. He must spend at 
least 15 years and five months behind 
bars before being considered for pa¬ 
role. 

The court heard that the defend¬ 
ant maintained the rock was kept as 
a weapon by the victim who allegedly 
owed money to a drug dealer. 


Mr Duck said: “The two men had a 
mutual interest in class A drugs. Be¬ 
cause of this they were frequently at 
the address where Richard Groves let 
him stay.” 

The defendant claimed to be able to 
remember little of the details of the as¬ 
sault because he suffered a ‘blackout’. 

But he made no effort to get as¬ 
sistance as the man lay dying in the 
bedroom and continued to use the flat 
for the next two days before ringing a 
policeman to confess. 

He told the officer: “I need to be 
picked up. I have killed Richard 
Groves in the bedroom of his flat.” 

Lander was arrested from outside 
the home of a relative in Halesowen. 

Suffering 

Mr Richard Carey-Hughes QC, de¬ 
fending, said: “Richard Groves was his 
friend and he killed him in a serious 
outburst of temper.” 

Judge John Wait told Lander, who 
gave himself up to police two days 
later after the May 16 attack: “Evi¬ 
dence proves that this was continuing 
when you were standing over Richard 
Groves when he was on the ground ei¬ 
ther unconscious or defenceless. 

“There must have been terror and 
suffering inflicted, albeit over a short 
period before death.” 

Detective Inspector Warren Hines 
said after the case: “Lander is a vio¬ 
lent, unstable thug who, in horrific 
circumstances, murdered somebody 
who had shown him kindness when he 
needed somewhere to live. 

“Richard offered the hand of friend¬ 
ship and this was how he was repaid.”

'Heads must roll’ over

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College under fire for 
employer satisfaction 


SANDWELL College has been 
criticised by apprenticeship 
and training providers as it was 
ranked among the bottom fifth 
of colleges in the country, ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

The college was ranked among the 
worst in the country in terms of em¬ 
ployer satisfaction, following a survey 
of bosses. 

The West Bromwich-based site scored 
zero out of four in terms of how it was 
viewed by companies - in stark contrast 
to colleges in Wolverhampton and Dudley 
which both scored top marks. 

Sandwell College was ranked in the bot¬ 
tom 40 colleges overall, according to the 
league table which also judged sites on the 
satisfaction of students, success of appren¬ 
ticeships and how many students went 
into jobs after leaving college. 

The data was revealed by further educa¬ 
tion website FE Week. 

Dismissed 

Sandwell College scored a meagre em¬ 
ployer satisfaction rate of 54 out of 100. 
This compared to Dudley College, which 
scored 91. A total of 64 companies took 
part in the survey. Only 18 colleges na¬ 
tionally received a lower rating in this 
area. 

However, the results were dismissed by 
college bosses. Sandwell College spokes¬ 
woman Helen Dalloway said: “These 
ratings are entirely arbitrary, based on 
incomplete data. Our most recent Ofsted 
report, which graded the college as good, 
states: ‘Apprenticeship provision meets 
much-needed demands from employers’. 

“Apprenticeship success rates have im¬ 
proved year on year and were five per cent 
above the national average in 2015. 

“We successfully work with a number of 
large employers to deliver apprenticeships 
and training, including the AA, Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, Bhandals dental group, Interserve 
and West Bromwich Building Society.”

A WOMAN has lodged a formal com¬ 
plaint after she was sent home from 
Sandwell General Hospital with a 
cannula still in her arm. 

Susan Collins was discharged from 
the hospital last Wednesday with the 
tube still inserted in her vein. Susan, 
who suffers from chronic pancreati¬ 
tis and liver disease, said she has 
previously had issues with the hos¬ 
pital. The 52-year-old was admitted 
to the hospital on Tuesday morning 
and taken into A&E. 

Susan said: “Back in October I’d 
been in the hospital and was mis¬ 
treated so I put in a formal com¬ 
plaint against one of the nurses.” 

This time round, she said: “The 
cannula was fitted down in A&E to 


give me morphine. I had a scan the 
following day on Wednesday and I 
was told I could come home. I got 
home at around 7pm and as I went 
to get undressed and freshen up I 
felt something sharp in my arm. 

“I phoned the hospital and told 
them what had happened and I was 
then told to make my own way back 
to the hospital to get it taken out but 
I refused.” 

Susan’s friend took the cannula 
out on the following day on Thurs¬ 
day due to the excessive pain it was 
causing her. The needle had all bent 
and my arm had blown up with an 
egg sized lump, I now keep getting 
pins and needles but I’m not well 
enough to go out and get it seen to.”

Caring is in the blood 
for consultant Richard 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust pro¬ 
vides care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

RICHARD MURRIN 

Consultant Haematologist 



A FAMILY hairdressers 
left crumbling after a van 
ploughed into it has now re¬ 
opened. 

Cownley’s Barbers and Hair¬ 
dressers, in Pinfold Street, Wal¬ 
sall, suffered the devastating 
crash on June 26. 

The side of the building suffered the 
worst of the impact leaving structural 
damage to the outside and a mess in¬ 
side. But after being closed six months 
the shop has been spruced up and 
given a new lease of life. 

Owner John Cownley had seen the 
shop passed down from his grandfa¬ 
ther and then father, before he took 
the reins. It has been running for 90 
years. 

Mr Cownley said: “The work took 
around six and half weeks with scaf¬ 
folding up and builders on site. They 
have done a fantastic job to the high¬ 
est of standards and we are really im¬ 
pressed with how it looks. 

“It has really spruced the place up 
from this unfortunate event. The main 
delay was waiting for our commercial 
insurance. There was so much debris 
and rubbish left after it was a huge 
clean-up.” 

A new wall was put up during the 
work. Wood panelling, mirrors, doors, 
windows and flooring were also fitted. 

LED lighting, a new front door and 
a step have been added. As an extra 
touch, a new ‘established 1926’ sign 
has also been placed on the front of 
the building. Builders Tony and Josh 
Wilkes from JA Wilkes builders took 
on the task of refitting the shop. 

Mr Cownley added: “We were work¬ 
ing out of the ladies department but 
with the scaffolding around we lost 
quite a bit of trade. We kept our core 
business mainly from our loyal cli¬ 
ents. Everyone who has come in now 
loves the new look. It’s really bright, 
refreshed and modern.” 


Speaking about the damage at the 
time, Mr Cownley described the scene 
as looking like ‘something from the 
Blitz’. 

He said: “A sprinter van come down 
from the Walsall side of the road and 
it’s come off the road and planted itself 
right in the gable end of my shop. 


“You can see the amount of mess it’s 
left behind, the devastation is quite se¬ 
vere.” 

The side of the building that serves 
gentlemen was most severely hit. 

Mr Cownley had added: “The shop 
has been going for 90 years. I’ve been 
working here for 40 years.” 


A KEY figure in driving re¬ 
search and development for¬ 
ward at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, is consultant haema¬ 
tologist Richard Murrin. 

He is well known and loved by 
his patients for his compassionate 
heart. Richard, aged 46, has nev¬ 
er looked back at his decision to 
become a haematologist nearly 20 
years ago. 

For him, his career enables him to 
work between medicine and labora¬ 
tory environments where he can see 
the immediate impact of science on 
healthcare. In addition to his work 
within the Haematology/Oncology ser¬ 
vice, he also jointly runs a service de¬ 
signed to care for pregnant ladies with 
blood conditions. He explained: “My 
ultimate goal is to help patients live 
longer and support them to enhance 
their quality of life. 

Isolated 

“Patients with malignant blood dis¬ 
orders can find it challenging to live 
independently and sometimes they 
might also be socially isolated. This is 
not what I want for my patients, so I 
try to find a way to support them so 
they don’t have to visit hospital as 
often and yet have the strength to 
enjoy outdoor activities.” 

Dr Murrin has been praised by his 
patients for his caring, professional 
and polite manner. Several years ago 
he won the Compassionate Care award 
in the annual staff awards which rec¬ 
ognises healthcare workers who go the 
extra mile for their patients. 

He said: “I feel grateful to my pa¬ 
tients who have taken the time to 
nominate me. I also feel humbled by 
this recognition. I just want to care 
for my patients the same way I would 
like myself or my family members to 
be cared for.” 


Richard is an enthusiastic re¬ 
searcher at SWBH. He is proud about 
the Trust’s achievements in Research 
and Development (R&D), and said: “I 
have been helping the Haematology 
Team to conduct clinical trials and 
research. 

“Recently, we participated in a re¬ 
gional clinical trial called TEAMM, 
which looked at the use of antibiotics 
alongside chemotherapy in the early 
treatment phase of myeloma, a type of 
bone marrow cancer. Our Trust was 
one of the highest recruiters amongst 
participating centres and that should 
make a big contribution to the trial’s 
subsequent findings. 

“For me, R&D is essential to future 
progress in medicine. My hope is that 
there will be more collaborations and 
sharing in research so that patients 
can get the right treatment earlier.” 

On talking about his next challenge, 
Richard explained that he and his team 
are working on how to best co-ordinate 
services across several sites when the 
Midland Met Hospital (MMH) opens 
in 2018. He explained: “We are con¬ 


fident that once we bring our teams 
together in the Midland Met, the ser¬ 
vice we’ll be able to offer patients will 
offer improved support thanks to the 
new environment and equipment. We 
are greatly looking forward to both the 
challenge and reward of it.” 

It is no surprise to learn that Rich¬ 
ard’s heroes are his patients. He said: 
“My patients always inspire me with 
their strength and bravery. Every day 
I see them fight their own personal 
battles, but they never quit. Despite 
all the side effects and the isolation 
that they often have to endure, they 
still go through and continue on their 
journey. 

“I don’t think I would have the same 
courage and spirit if I were in the same 
position. My patients do really inspire 
and encourage me to keep working and 
living my life to the fullest.” 

In his free time, Richard has a keen 
interest in steam locomotives and 
heritage railways. He is also a Season 
Ticket Holder at West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion FC. Richard lives with his family 
in Great Barr.

Former foundry gutted 
as it goes up in flames 


THIS was the scene after a 
blaze gutted a former found¬ 
ry in Smethwick. 

Smouldering mounds of rubbish 
and smoky skies remained at the 
derelict site off Cornwall Road fol¬ 
lowing the massive fire on Sunday 
night. 

Around 40 firefighters were still at 
the unit on Monday. 

A cause for the fire is not yet known, 
but fire chiefs confirmed that investi¬ 
gators remained on site. 

Misty skies were prevalent across 
the area, as crews started dampening 
down. 

Station Commander Dave James, 
from Handsworth, said: “We have now 
done a full review of the site and seen 
a number of areas that are involved so 
we will be tackling them over the next 
few hours. 

“The majority of the building is 
okay, we have discovered a lot of 
waste.” 

Hydraulic 

West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
person, Matt Smith, added: “Good pro¬ 
gress is being made on the site. 

“A hydraulic platform and jet are 
still dampening down. 

“There was a large quantity of rub¬ 
bish on fire and road closures were still 
in place. 

“Investigators are at the still at the 
scene.” 

On Sunday night six units were 
immediately called, but that was in¬ 
creased to 11 crews because of the se¬ 
verity of the blaze. 

Crews from Aston, Perry Barr, Ward 
End, Ladywood, Handsworth, High- 
gate, Smethwick, Woodgate Valley, 
Oldbury and West Bromwich were in 
attendance. 

Water from a canal backing onto the 
factory was used to help tackle the fire. 

It is believed that the factory has

stood derelict for about three years 
since the closure of Incanite Found¬ 
ries Ltd. 

It went into administration in early 
2014. 

The company had been operating 
since 1920 and employed just over 100 
workers. 

An employee from nearby business 
Newby Foundries said: “The land has 
been sold but we are not sure who to. 

“Last weekend there was a small fire 


there as well so it seems like it is be¬ 
coming a regular occurrence.” 

Cornwall Road was still blocked off 
on Monday as work continued onthe 
site. 

Initially, more than 60 firefighters 
were called to the site on Sunday night 
when dark plumes of dense smoke 
were sent pouring into the sky from 
rubbish that was being stored inside. 

It began just after 7.15pm.

FOCUS ON WEDNESBURY 


Academy told to improve 
on its level of attendance 


AN academy with a ‘high level of exclusions’ 
has been told to improve by a Government 
watchdog following its first inspection. 

Ofsted attended Wodensborough Ormiston Acade¬ 
my in October for the first time since it became spon¬ 
sored in 2013 by the Ormiston Academies Trust. 
The Wednesbury-based secondary, which has nearly 
900 pupils, has been rated a level 3 - out of 4 - school 
across the board. 


Inspectors have de¬ 
manded better standards in 
every area. Although it has 
improved from its previous 
position after predecessor 
school Wodensborough CTC 
was placed in ‘special meas¬ 
ures’ by the watchdog. 

One of the key areas of 
criticism this time centred 
around pupil behaviour with 
Ofsted declaring there had 
been a history of ‘disruptive’ 
behaviour. However it has 
not been revealed exactly 
how many pupils had been 
excluded. 

Although the watchdog 
noted that action had been 
taken to address the prob¬ 
lems and the amount of 
pupils excluded multiple 
times had fallen. Their re¬ 
port stated: “The behaviour 
of pupils requires improve¬ 
ment. Current leaders have 
had to deal with the effect 
of a history of disruptive 
behaviour. This resulted in 
high levels of exclusions.

“A new behaviour man¬ 
agement policy is now in 
place. There are clear indi¬ 
cations that the impact of 
this new policy is positive 
and the number of pupils 
being excluded more than 
once has fallen by 50 per 
cent.” 

Ofsted also concluded 
that pupils’ progress in 
most subjects was below av¬ 
erage, teaching quality was 
not having enough of an im¬ 
pact and pupil attendance 
was too low. Inspectors did 
highlight several strengths 
the academy can build on. 
They declared the ‘drive’ 
and ‘ambition’ of principal 
Leigh Moore was raising ex¬ 
pectations. 

Principal Moore, said: 
“We are seeing real pro¬ 
gress here. I am in particu¬ 
lar delighted that Ofsted 
has recognised the higher 
aspirations of students and 
improved outcomes.”

Family of man left for 
dead by thugs in 


THE family of a man left with 
life-changing injuries follow¬ 
ing a savage street attack 
after a New Year’s Eve party 
have issued a desperate plea 
for those responsible to hand 
themselves in. 

Jason Webb was left in a coma 
and fighting for his life after he 
was repeatedly kicked in the head 
following a dispute on January 1, 
2015.

meaning he now has difficulty commu¬ 
nicating with his family and requires 
round-the-clock medical care. 

Detectives believe information from 
within the community is the key to 
solving the case. 

Understand 

Relatives of Mr Webb, who is from 
Kings Heath, have appealed directly 
to the person responsible to come for¬ 
ward so they can move on with their 
lives. His Auntie, Jackie, said: “As a 
mother, I struggle to understand how 
the mother of the people responsible 
can live their life knowing what they 
have done to Jason and not feel any 
sense of shame or guilt. I would beg 
them to do the right thing so we can 
find some justice and peace for Jason. 

“Jason is a fun loving uncle who is 
adored by his niece and nephew and 
they still find it difficult to understand

that their uncle will never be able to 
play with them again. 

“We want Jason to keep some of his 
dignity so we don’t want to go into de¬ 
tail how his life is now, but we will say 
this: his life will never be the same. 

“Potentially he will struggle to walk 
again and have difficulty in communi¬ 
cating and he is partially blind in one 
eye and his hearing is impaired. This 
is extremely upsetting for Jason and 
for all his family and friends.” 

Detective Inspector Jim Munro, 
from West Midlands Police, said: “We 
understand the devastating impact 
this assault has had on Jason and his 
family and we are still actively investi¬ 
gating the attack. 


“Our enquiries have been exten¬ 
sive but we still need people to come 
forward and tell us exactly what hap¬ 
pened that night. We believe he was 
attacked in the street and left there 
until he was found by passers-by the 
next morning at around 8am. 

“They may be afraid but I can re¬ 
assure them that we will ensure that 
they are dealt with confidentially. For 
Jason and for his family, please do the 
right thing and come forward.” 

Anyone with information is urged 
to call West Midlands Police on 101. 
Alternatively people can leave infor¬ 
mation anonymously by calling Crime- 
stoppers the independent charity on 
0800 555 111.

How Guy was Feather 
in Our Cap for heritage 


THE symbol of the Wolver¬ 
hampton vehicle manufac¬ 
turer Guy Motors was a Red 
Indian’s head with a full feath¬ 
ered headdress, with the slo¬ 
gan Feathers in our Cap. 

This came about in 1924 when 
the company ran an advert with 
a picture of a Guy radiator with a 
fan of feathers coming out of the 
cap, each with the name of a re¬ 
cent customer for their vehicles. 

The idea stuck, and henceforth 
every Guy vehicle emerging from the 
Park Lane factory, had the Red Indian 
head above the radiator. 

For 60 years Guy was a real feather 
in the cap of the industrial heritage 
of Wolverhampton, started in 1913 
by Sidney Guy, the former manager

of the Sunbeam Motor Car Co. They 
made trucks from the start, and 
though they produced a revolutionary 
V8 car just after the First World War, 
it was trucks and buses for which they 
were mostly known. 

Orders 

One of their main customers, Wol¬ 
verhampton Transport Dept, had a 
bus depot just the other side of the 
road. Next door to Guy were Henry 
Meadows, making some of the engines 
fitted to Guy vehicles. 

And on the other side ABC Cou¬ 
pler, which after being taken over by 
Jaguar Cars, became the Guy Service 


Dept, Jaguar having already bought 
Guy Motors, who back in the 30s had 
taken over the Sunbeam Trolley Bus 
company, moving all their machine 
tools over from Blakenhall. 

Guy was also to buy up Star Cars 
when that company went into receiv¬ 
ership, though eventually that busi¬ 
ness had to be closed down. 

In the First World War Guy not only 
supplied their own trucks to the mili¬ 
tary, but also munitions and aero-en¬ 
gines, and in the Second World War 
made armoured cars and anti-aircraft 
guns. 

Guy was thus part of an integrated 
industrial base for Wolverhampton, 
and even when finally closed down by 
British Leyland, had a full order book 
and was still profitable. When it closed 
it was the final feather of the City’s 
Transport Manufacturers

NEW images reveal the shape 
of Birmingham’s Chamber- 
lain Square once major rede¬ 
velopment work is complet¬ 
ed. 

The dramatic transformation 
will see new restaurants, bars 
and shops in the the refurbished 
square, along with trees and at¬ 
tractive public leisure space as 
part of the wider Paradise project.

BLACK Friday was a washout for many Black Country 
shoppers primed for scouring out the best deals, though 
some did manage to snap up a bargain or two.

War hero receives his 
medal in living room 


“HE’S my hero, always has been 
and always will be.” 

These are the words of the proud 
daughter of a Second World War 
veteran who landed on the beaches 
of Normandy in the D-Day landings, 
and received his Legion D’honneur 
medal. 

John Charles Joyce, 91, was given 
a civic reception in his own living 
room in his Tettenhall home, sur¬ 
rounded by his family including 
daughter Jennifer, 66, as well as 
Deputy Lord Lieutenant, Major 
Sylvia Parkin MBE and Standard 
Bearer Graham Morris. 

Mr Joyce, who was a butchers 
boy before he was called up in 1943, 
was a private soldier and part of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment. 
Unbeknown to him, he along with 
colleagues were being trained and 
prepared for the huge invasion on 


June 6, 1944. Along with several 
other British soldiers, John was put 
with the Canadian military for the 
landings. He said: “I’m lucky to be 
here. A lot of people died.” 

Mr Joyce remembered one time 
during the war when fellow infan¬ 
try members were following a tank 
when he came across a bomb. 

He said: “The tanks went first and 
then this thing appeared from no¬ 
where. It was a bomb, we were lucky 
it didn’t go off. We would have been 
blown to bits.” 

Mr Joyce met his Belgian-born 
wife Josee, 89, on VE Day in Bel¬ 
gium. They moved to England, 
married and had three children, Jen¬ 
nifer, John, 63 and Denise, 55. They 
also have three great grandchildren. 

He returned to the butchers trade. 
Mr Joyce played football for Bre- 
wood and golf at Bloxwich Golf Club.

Medical 
alerts top 
1,000 in 
area jails 

WEST Midlands Ambulance has been called 
out more than 1,000 times to prisons across 
the region in just 10 months. 

The ambulance service, which covers all of the 
West Midlands and Staffordshire, was called out 
1,179 times between January and October this year. 

The call outs were for a variety of reasons including as¬ 
saults, strokes and overdoses. 

HMP Oakwood, the UK’s 
largest prison based in the 
South Staffordshire village 
of Featherstone, had the 
most call outs with 257. 

This figure included 40 
call outs in September and 
30 last month alone. 

Oakwood’s neighbours 
HMP Featherstone had 176 
call outs during the same 
period while Brinsford, the 
young offenders institute on 
the same site, had 21. 

Featherstone’s busiest 
month was back in May 
when WMAS were called out 
30 times. Aside from Oak- 
wood, the prison with the 
most frequent call outs was 
HMP Hewell, in Redditch, 
with 190 call outs. Winson 
Green in Birmingham was 
not far behind with 161. 

HMP Stafford, which 
houses the notorious paedo¬ 
phile Rolf Harris, had 113 
call outs, while HMP Dove- 
gate, in Uttoxeter, had 122. 

Other call outs include 43 
to Long Lartin, 35 to Stoke 
Heath, 35 to Swinfen Hall 
near Lichfield and 26 to 
Drake Hall - the women’s 
prison near Eccleshall. 

A Prison Service spokes¬ 
man said: “We will never 
compromise on the safety of 
those in our care, and staff 
are trained to respond to 
emergency situations in a 
timely, appropriate manner. 

“Ambulance callouts are 
made by healthcare profes¬ 
sionals when they identify 
risks. However, a significant 
number are for non-violent 
incidents, including where

they attended as a precau¬ 
tion and when the situa¬ 
tion was resolved by prison 
staff.” 

However there is a sep¬ 
arate way to look at the 
figures, which takes into 
account prison population. 
These show that Oakwood, 
the worst in terms of base 
call outs, is actually in line 
with the region’s aver¬ 
age. With a population of 
around 2,000, the 257 call 
outs equate to 13 per cent 
of prisoners - also the Mid¬ 
lands average for category C 
prisons. 

With a population of 677 
and 176 call outs, these fig¬ 
ures make worse reading 
for Featherstone as the call 
outs equate to 26 per cent of 
prisoners. 

A spokeswoman for G4S, 
who run HMP Oakwood, 
said: “This data is mean¬ 
ingless unless you account 
for the size of the prison 
population at each facility. 
On that basis Oakwood is 
exactly in line with the av¬ 
erage for category C prisons 
in the Midlands.” 


HIV awareness hope 

A CAMPAIGN to raise awareness of HIV has been running 
to help save lives in Wolverhampton. In National HIV Test¬ 
ing Week 2016, testing was available in the city. Embrace 
Sexual Health Service, run by The Royal Wolverhampton 
NHS Trust, has supported the national campaign which 
encourages anyone who is sexually active to get tested. 

Dr Radhika McCathie, consultant in sexual health and 
HIV medicine for The Royal Wolverhampton NHS Trust,

MANCHESTER indie rock heroes 
James are in concert at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Civic Hall on Wednesday, follow¬ 
ing their most successful year since 
the band reunited in 2007. 

The festival favourites fronted by 
Tim Booth, who first got together in 
1982, have won a loyal legion of fans 
with such rock anthems as Sit Down, 
Come Home, Sound and She’s A Star. 


The band’s latest album, Girl At 
The End Of The World, went straight 
into the UK album charts at no2, sec¬ 
ond only to Adele. 

Glastonbury 

In a career yielding 14 studio al¬ 
bums, the group has sold more than 
12 millions albums worldwide and 
have become regulars on the festival 


circuit, including V and this year’s 
Glastonbury. 

Yorkshire-born frontman Booth, a 
former Shrewsbury School pupil, is 
now based in California. “We moved 
here to take some of that Californian 
laid back optimism,” says Booth. “It’s 
starting to seep in. It takes a while to 
get over the more wired English edg¬ 
iness that is still probably with us.” 



Encore for 
Roachford 

ANDREW Roachford arrived on the UK music 
scene in the late 1980s with the hits Cuddly 
Toy and Family Man as the linchpin of the band 
that carried his surname. 

Raised in south London to West Indian parents, he was 
born into a musical family and first hit the road at the age 
of 14 gigging with his jazz saxophonist uncle Bill Roachford. 

“I was in the middle of that whole jazz scene which was an 
interesting education,” he says. “It taught me musically, how 
to listen and how to entertain. My uncle always told me that 
you had to give people a show.” 

Signed to a seven-album deal with Columbia Records, 
Roachford went on to become that record label’s biggest sell¬ 
ing domestic act for more than ten years. 

Andrew Roachford also became an in-demand songwriter 
for such as Michael Jackson and Chaka Khan. 

Recent years have seen him writing and singing on top sell¬ 
ing dance tracks and touring with Mike And The Mechanics. 

“I’m always pushing myself as an artist,” he says. “When 
it comes to songwriting, I naturally gravitate to digging deep. 
That’s how it works for me.” 

His latest album, Encore, was released in the summer and 
his latest single was a funked-up version of Bill Withers soul 
classic Ain’t No Sunshine. 

Roachford is in concert at Bilston’s Robin 2 venue on Tues¬ 
day. Support comes from Birmingham singer-songwriter 
Rosie O’Sullivan.

Why not 
carry on going it alone and take sole 
credit for all their achievements? 

Well, as they say, two’s company. 
Being on the road is lonely, so 
having somebody with you who 
understands the rigours involved is 
probably rather pleasant. This duo 
also seem to enjoy the banter that 
can ensue. 

During their recent gigs, they have 
poked fun at the drama surrounding 
the US Presidential election. 
Admittedly, it’s not exactly high-class 
satire, but it’s an awful lot more 
interesting than just some bloke 
standing there belting out a big tune.

Just my cup of tea - there's nowt 
better than York for a city break 


THE ancient capital of northern Eng¬ 
land was known to the Romans as Eb- 
oracum, to the Vikings as Jorvik. But 
we know it as York, an historic city that 
has remained vibrant and fashionable. 

It is one of Britain’s great city break destinations 
with something for everyone - whether a history 
buff, a shop-til-you-drop consumer or a connois¬ 
seur of good pubs and quality restaurants. 

The foremost must-see sight is the colossal York 
Minster. It is 500 feet long, 100 feet wide with a 
central tower 200 feet high. Taking more than 250 
years to build, it first opened for worship more 
than 500 years ago. It is the largest medieval gothic 
cathedral north of the Alps and the magnificent ed¬ 
ifice is more than matched by a glorious interior 
with impressive stained glass windows. 

Nearby is the Shambles with its medieval 
half-timbered buildings tilting towards each other. 
It is said to have inspired Harry Potter’s Diagon 
Alley. It is the most famous street in a city that has 
a labyrinth of snickelways and ginnels, passages 
best experienced when darkness falls and you can 
join one of several ghost walks. 

There are more than three kilometres of city

walls to explore or take a boat trip on the River 
Ouse. You can spend days delving into the past at 
the Yorkshire, York Castle or National Railway 
museums. Experience 10th century life at Jorvik 
Viking Centre with its costumed inhabitants. 

For those with a sweet-tooth, York’s Chocolate 
Story tells of the city’s famous confectionery fam¬ 
ilies, Craven, Terry and Rowntree, with tastings. 

A trip to York is not complete without visiting 
Bettys, a Yorkshire institution. The uniformed 
staff serve a range of teas in the proper old fash¬ 
ioned way. The formidable afternoon tea has three- 
tiers of delicious savoury sandwiches, scones with 
jam and cream, and array of divine cakes. Tea in 
the elegant art deco surroundings of the cafe tea¬ 
rooms on St Helen’s Square is a treat - and you can 
take home a packet of Bettys own special tea blend. 

Just a short drive from the city is Castle How¬ 
ard, familiar from TV and film as the home of the 
Flytes in Evelyn Waugh’s Brideshead Revisited. It 
is one of the finest stately homes in Britain. The 
monuments on the road to the mansion declare 
you are approaching somewhere special. 


Built in the 1700s by Sir John Vanbrugh for the 
Earl of Carlisle and his family, the Howards, it is 
full of antiquities and artworks that the Howards 
brought to their palace in the hills. The Great Hall 
is breathtakingly impressive. The informative ex¬ 
hibition reveals that the Howards had lives every 
bit as dramatic as the Flytes. 

Moors 

North Yorkshire Moors Railway steams through 
forests and heathlands from the market town of 
Pickering to the old fishing port of Whitby. Harry 
Potter fans may recognise the remote station 
Goathland as Hogsmeade, station for Hogwarts. 

Whitby is famous for its gothic abbey ruins, 
where Count Dracula took refuge on arrival 
in England in Bram Stoker’s novel. Thus it is a 
magnet for goths who explore the graveyard of St 
Mary’s, where the headstones of long dead mari¬ 
ners have weathered into coral-like patterns. It’s 
199 steps down to the town to buy the local Jet 
black jewellery or visit the house where explorer 
Captain Cook learned his craft. Whatever you do, 
don’t leave Whitby without enjoying a fish and chip 
supper. There’s nowt better.

The Skoda Kodiaq is the first large SUV to be 
produced by the Czech manufacturer and it is a huge 
car for Skoda. 

Tapping into the ever-flourishing SUV market, the 
Kodiaq aims to give consumers a large, spacious and 
comfortable vehicle - but for a much lower price than 
those found with more premium rivals. Equipped with 
one of three engines - a 1.4-litre petrol, 2.0-litre petrol or 
2.0-litre diesel - the Kodiaq is aiming squarely at larger 
families who still want to keep running costs low. That 
means that even base-specification cars get a huge 
amount of standard equipment, while buyers of higher- 
grade models won’t feel short-changed either. 

We think that Skoda has hit the nail on the head with 
the Kodiaq. It looks purposeful enough, but not too 
intimidating. Even base-specification cars ride on 17-inch 
alloy wheels, while top-of-the-range ‘Edition’ cars are 
fitted with large 19-inchers. Everything about the car 
feels solid and well put together - though there’s no 
mistaking that the Kodiaq is a Volkswagen group car, 
with plenty of tech included seen on other cars.

If you’re looking to transport a large family, then space 
is essential. Thankfully, this is where the Kodiaq does 
exceptionally well. The five-seat car affords its users a 
colossal 2,065 litres of boot space with the rear seats 
folded flat - the largest load area in the class. The boot’s 
lip isn’t too high either, which makes loading larger items 
in and out easier, while the completely flat bed with the 
seats lowered adds to the excellent usability of the boot. 

For those looking to take two more people, there’s the 
seven-seat version. You’re not going to incur much of a 
penalty in the practicality stakes for picking the seven- 
seater either, as its seats-flat load area is reduced to a still 
respectable 2,005 litres - which isn’t bad at all. However, 
with that final row raised the boot space is somewhat 
tight-something worth remembering if you’re planning 
on using the Kodiaq as a seven-seater most of the time. 

The Kodiaq is offered from launch with two petrol 
engines, a 1.4-litre turbocharged unit producing 123bhp, 
and a 2.0-litre turbocharged one putting out 178bhp. 
There’s also a 2.0-litre turbocharged diesel, which 
produces either 148bhp or 187bhp. Of course, the petrol 
units will suit those looking to drive the Kodiaq mainly 
around town, though the diesels will be the better option 
for people who plan on undertaking more miles. 

You’ve also got the option of either a six-speed manual, 
six-speed DSG or seven-speed DSG gearbox. Of course, 
four-wheel drive can be specified on all powertrains, 
though you’ll see a slight premium. For example, while 
the base 1.4-petrol with a manual gearbox and two-wheel 
drive is £21,495, the four-wheel-drive version - albeit only 
available in higher grade SE trim - retails for £25,445. 

When you first get into the Kodiaq, it can feel a little 
intimidating. Make no bones about it, it’s a big car. 
However, once you’re up and running, these reservations 
quickly disappear, as it’s surprisingly agile through the 
bends. The steering is quite light, which can make it feel 
a little nervous at high speeds, but you quickly get used 
to this. The advantage of such light steering is that the 
Kodiaq is a breeze to drive around town - although its 
size can sometimes be a hindrance. 

Skoda cars have always excelled at offering 
consumers quite a lot for their money, and the Kodiaq 
is no different. Base-level S cars get 17-inch alloy 
wheels, air conditioning and a leather multifunction 
steering wheel. There’s also DAB radio and smartphone 
connectivity. The S, however, is only available with the 
1.4-litre petrol engine, with prices starting at £21,495. 

Middle-grade SE cars get 18-inch alloy wheels, cruise 
control and rear parking sensors. There’s also an 
infotainment system controlled via an eight-inch display - 
and this comes with a car priced at £22,495. 

Move up the specification table and you’ll start adding 
elements such as 19-inch alloys, Alcantara upholstery 
and full LED headlights. 

In short, in any spec the Kodiaq features a lot of 
technology, which will be popular with those looking to 
get a little bit more for their money.

115-113 up after 12 rounds. 

He tested Sheedy’s resolve out early on 
with a straight right that broke through 
the guard, but Langford also had to suck 
it up as his opponent worked the body. 

Sheedy continued to goad Langford, 
who was roared on by nearly 1,000 fans, 
and enjoyed more success in the latter 
half of the fight, landing another right 
hand in the seventh. 

Back came Langford working off the 
jab as he switched up his attacks, mark¬ 
ing Sheedy up under the eye. He put to¬ 
gether a two-punch combination in the 
10th to hurt Sheedy to the body and jaw. 

Needing a big finish, Sheedy put his 
all into the last round and landed the 
cleaner shots, but ended with a cut above 
the eye after a clash of heads. 

Commonwealth titlist Langford en¬ 
dured a frustrating path to the belt after 
being made mandatory to then-cham¬ 
pion Chris Eubank Jnr, who agreed to 
face him on October 22. Eubank with¬ 
drew citing an elbow problem and va¬ 
cated the belt, with Sheedy taking his 
place at just under a month’s notice. 

Then the entire show had to be post¬ 
poned, due to WBO world champion 
Billy Joe Saunders and British titlist 
Liam Williams sustaining injuries.

Cup's silver lining for football club

A WEDNESBURY football team will benefit 
when a coveted trophy goes under the hammer 
this month. Dating back to 1880, the Wednesbury 
Charity Cup was one of the country’s first-ever 
tournaments and was fought for by some of the 
region’s biggest clubs. 

Now, after more than five months of restora¬ 
tion, the historic piece of silverware is being sold 
at auction, with 15 per cent of its sale price bene¬ 
fiting Wood Green Athletic. 

Jeweller Aaron Sheldon, who runs Bowjan- 
gles in Wednesbury town centre, said a customer 
brought it in and asked if it was silver. “My first 


thought was it was a piece of scrap,” he said. 
“Then I noticed the hallmark, which meant it was 
silver, so I started work on it.” 

He uncovered a list of engraved names, such 
as Walsall Town FC, Wolverhampton Wanderers 
and West Bromwich Albion, so enlisted a histo¬ 
rian to find out more. He then took it to Crescent 
Silver in Birmingham’s Jewellery Quarter to see 
if the silverware could be restored. 

Bids for the cup are expected to open at be¬ 
tween £3,000 and £4,000. Wood Green manager 
Paul Mansell said: “The gesture is hugely appre¬ 
ciated by the staff, the team and supporters.”

HEAVYWEIGHT boxing great Larry 
Holmes added a star touch as the special 
guest of a fight night in West Bromwich 
on Saturday night.

Despite not taking up boxing until he 
was 19, he competed in 97 fights, with 
22 unpaid. The last was a disqualifica¬ 
tion against Duane Bobick in the 1972 
Olympic trials. 

Holmes then spent nearly 20 years 
as a pro, debuting in 1973 before finally 
calling time in 2002. He featured 75 
times, with 69 wins and 44 inside the 
distance. 

He lost six contests, with an on-fire 
Mike Tyson the only man to remove him 
before the final bell. He halted a 38-year- 
old Holmes in the sixth round on 22 Jan¬ 
uary 1988. 

Now aged 67, Holmes has been in¬ 
ducted into the International and World 
Boxing Hall of Fame. 

He posed for photographs with fans 
before getting in the ring to give a 
speech, then stopping on to watch some 
of the action. 

He said: “I want to say thank you for 
the invitation to come here and this is 
what it’s all about, meeting the fans and 
having a good time. I love them all. 

“I’ve met a lot of people since I’ve been 
over here on tour, for over a week now, 
and it’s been a really good experience. “
